(San Diego Union) 


The detailed findings of Mr. Carmi Thomp- 
son’s report to the President upon the Phil- 
ippine situation will no doubt make interest- 
ing reading, when they are published. In sub- 
stance, Mr. Thompson recommends continued 
postponement of Philippine autonomy, but 
also the establishment of a separate govern- 
ment department to administer the affairs of 
our overseas territories, and the grant of an 
increasing measure of self-government to the 
islands. He is opposed to the move to separ- 
ate Mindanao and Sulu from the other islands. 
His views will please neither the agitators for 
independence, nor the exploiters of the islands 
whom the agitators call imperialists. 

It should be remembered that Mr. Thomp- 
son’s recommendations follow a detailed study 
of actual conditions, apparently carried on in 
a very fair, friendly and open-minded man- 
ner. The mission of the President’s emissary 
was regarded as extremely well handled, both 
by Filipino commentators and by officials of 
the American government in the islands. 

The summary of Mr. Thompson’s report 
confirms the opinion that in the islands the 
United States will do best to go slowly—that 
there is no swift, immediate and final solution 
for the problem which has divided ‘the Phil- 
ippine administration and the most important 
of the native leaders. There must be a con- 
tinuation of a give-and-take policy on both 
sides; and while our Philippine policy must 
contemplate eventual independence for the 
islands—to which this country is committed— 
it must be realized that political independence 
should not come until a firm foundation has 
been laid. for the islands’ economic independ- 
ence.

Down On the Farm 


Things ‘‘down on the farm”’ are quite dif- 
ferent now than in the old days, according to 
Congressman John William Summers of Wash- 
ington, who writes interestingly of his boyish 
experiences in the country, comparing condi- 
tions then and now in the National Republic. 

‘*When I was a boy down on the farm we 
planted a few acres to corn, we sowed a few 
acres to wheat and oats and grass,’’ Mr. Sum- 
mers writes. ‘‘We milked a few cows, we sold 
an occasional calf, we fattened a pen of hogs; 
a heterogeneous flock of poultry ran _ every- 
where. A small band of sheep supplied blank- 
ets and socks, mittens, ‘pulse warmers,’ and 
red, white and blue ‘comforters,’ and hoods 
for the girls. 

‘‘The ‘Summers boys’ worked early and 
late six days a week and cared for the stock 
all day Sunday. Any additional labor was 
procured at ‘fifty cents a day and board’ or 
seventy-five cents a day if the laborer board- 
ed himself. 

‘“We took a few sacks of wheat to mill 
twice a year—that furnished flour and bread 
for the family for the entire year. We shell- 
ed a bushel of corn occasionally and took it to 
a nearby mill, waited for it to be ground, and 
returned with ‘the makings’ of our corn bread 
and mush for winter evenings. 

‘“We swapped.bacon for jeans and copper- 
toed boots. We swapped butter, at eight to 
eighteen cents a pound, and eggs, at seven to 
fifteen cents per dozen, for sugar and coffee 
and rice and ¢alico. 

‘*When we went courtin’ we 
or a stray colt. Those were the good old days 
our eastern friends still have in mind. No 
freight problem. No auto. No gasoline. No 
hard roads. No telephone. No radio. No 
phonograph. No piano. No organ—only a 
Jew’s harp and I couldn’t play that. No elec- 
‘trie lights nor gas nor electrie range. 
bills. We cut our own fuel from our own or 
our neighbor’s ‘woods’ without restraint. No

‘store clothes’ for Johnnie. No reaper. No 
mower. No ‘header.’ Those 
were the days of the ‘‘scythe and cradle.’ No 
movies. No soda fountains. No nothin’ for 
a boy down on the farm but work, fishin’, 
huntin’, trappin’, the old swimmin’ hale and 
school and ‘spelling bees’ and games and ‘ex- 
hibitions’ and church and Sunday schools and

Recalling Them “Good Old Days” 


A copy of an advertisement of the selling 
out auction of a Kentucky farmer who was 
planning to go to Oregon has fallen into the 
hands of The News. It tells more plainly than 
ean words of description the changes that have 
come about in two-thirds of a century. Here 
is the text of the advertising placard: 

‘‘Having sold my farm and am leaving for 
Oregon territory by ox team, will offer on 
March 1, 1849, all my personal property, to- 
wit: 

‘‘Two milch cows, one gray mare and colt, 
two ox carts, one iron plow with wood mole 
board, 800 feet of poplar weather boards, 1,500 
ten fence rails, one 60-gallon soap kettle, 85 
sugar troughs made of white ash timber, gen 
gallon of maple syrup, two spinning wheels, 
30 pounds of beef tallow, one large loom made 
by Jerry Wilson, 300 poles, 100 split hoops, 
100 empty barrels, 32 gallon barrel of John 
Miller whiskey seven years old, 20 gallons of 
apple brandy. 

“BWorty gallon copper still, four sides of 
oak tanned leather, one dozen pitch forks, one 
half interest in tan yard, one 32 caliber rifle, 
bullet molds and powder, rifle made by Ben 
Miller, 50 gallon of soft soap, .hams, bacon 
and lard, 40 gallons of sorghum molasses, six 
head of fox hounds, all soft mouthed but one.
